alkyl group having 1 to 20 carbon atoms, a substituted or unsubstituted alkoxy group having 
6 to 30 carbon groups, a substituted or unsubstituted aryl group having 6 to 30 carbon atoms, 
a substituted or unsubstituted aryloxy group having 6 to 30 carbon groups, a substituted or 
unsubstituted arylamino group having 6 to 30 carbon atoms, a substituted or unsubstituted 
alkylamino group having 1 to 30 carbon atoms, a substituted or unsubstituted arylalkylamino 
group having 7 to 30 carbon atoms or a substituted or unsubstituted alkenyl groups having 8 
to 30 carbon atoms; a pair of adjacent groups represented by X 1 to X 14 and a pair of adjacent 
substituents to groups represented by X 1 to X 14 may form a cyclic structure in combination; 
when a pair of adjacent substituents are aryl groups, the pair of substituents may be a single 
group; and at least one of substituents represented by X 1 to X 1 , i representing a number of 12 
to 14, comprises an amine group or an alkenyl group; with the premise that the combination 
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
